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crime drops 12.8% in 1997 


Governor John Engler announced 
on July 1 that the number of serious 
crimes in Michigan has declined to 
the lowest level in nearly 30 years, 
dropping 24 percent since 1991. 


According to accumulated 
sheriff’s reports, the number of 
serious crimes in Crawford County 
decreased 12.8 percent, from 672 in 
1996 to 586 in 1997. These figures 
do not include statistics from the 
Grayling Police Department or the 
Michigan State Police. 

“The number of assaults fell 13 
percent, larcenies fell 14 percent, 
and burglaries fell 14 percent. 
Drunk and impaired driving 
incidents were down 16 percent and 
vehicle thefts were down 14 
percent. 

Incidents of criminal sexual 
conduct remained constant at 29 
reported incidents, as did fraud 
cases at 34 reported incidents.

decrease in the overall crime rate.

Historic American Values 


George Washington in his Farewell 
Address in 1796 said in part: "The 
name of ‘American’, which belongs to 
you, in your national capacity, must 
always exalt the just pride of 
patriotism...With slight shades of 
difference, you have the same religion, 
manners, habits and __ political 
principles. You have in a common 
cause fought and triumphed together." 

Speaking a few paragraphs later of the 
importance of “the same religion, 
manners, habits and _ political 
principles” Americans then shared, he 
said: "Of all the dispositions and habits 
which lead to political prosperity, 
religion and morality are indispensable 
supports. In vain would that man claim 
the tribute of patriotism who should 
labor to subvert these great pillars of 
human happiness - these firmest props 
of the duties of men and citizens. The 
mere politician, equally with the pious 
man, ought to respect and to cherish 
them. A volume could not trace all 
their connections with private and 
public felicity. Let it simply be asked, 
Where is the security for property, for 
reputation, for life, if the sense of 
feligious obligation desert the oaths 
which are the instruments of 
investigation in courts of justice? And 
let us with caution indulge the 


supposition that morality can be 
maintained without religion. Whatever 
may be conceded to the influence of 
refined education on minds of peculiar 
structure, reason and experience both 
forbid us to expect that national 
morality can prevail in exclusion of 
religious principle.” 

Do we as Americans still “exalt the 
just pride of patriotism"? With "slight 
shades of difference", are we. still 
bound as one nation to "the same 
religion, manners, habits and political 
principles" as our forefathers? Are 
“religion and morality" still considered 
our “indispensable supports" and 
"great pillars of human happiness"? - 
Are these still considered the "firmest 


props of the duties of men and citizens” - 


by patriotic Americans? If not, what 
new reason and experience unknown to 
President Washington have we 
discovered, whereby we may “expect 
that national morality can prevail in 
exclusion of religious principle"? 
Have we discovered a better security 
"for property, for reputation, for life,” 
than our religious obligation to God in 


the “oaths which are instruments of © 


investigation in courts of justice?" 
Karl Marx once said, "Take away the 
heritage of a people and they are easily 


persuaded.” Have we through "political: 


correctness” been persuaded to 
abandon God, the Bible, prayer, and 
the centuries of accumulated divine 
blessings upon our ~ western 
civilization? Are we risking the divine 
right to life of every human being, just 
to please atheistic claims of a right to 
kill? Are we risking the religious 
freedom of every American to worship 
God, just to please atheistic calls for 


silent blasphemy? Are we risking our. 
creator's mandate to privately own | 


property, just to please atheistic calls 
for equally shared property? =

Michigan Electric Cooperative is 
approved by their customer-owners 
on August 8. 

The boards of directors of the 
three cooperatives adopted the Plan 
of Merger at their recent June board 
meetings and set the August 8 merg- 
er-vote date. 

To become effective, the merger 
requires the approval of a majority 
of voting customers of each cooper- 
ative. 

The boards' desicions came after 
reviewing a detailed economic study 
by utility consultant Robert Badner 
which says the merger would result 
in savings of $24 million over the 
next 10 years. 

The $24 million represents sav- 
ings in expenses and capital expen- 
ditures that the cooperatives could 
only achieve through a merger.

Richard L. Jameson 

Richard L. Jameson, 48, of East 
Lansing, died Saturday, June 20, 
two months after he was diagnosed 
with a serious form of cancer. 

He was named chief executive of 
the statewide conservation organi- 
zation, Michigan United 
Conservation Clubs (MUCC) in 
April, 1996, after holding that post 
on an acting basis for four months 
following the death of his predeces- 
sor and mentor, Tom Washington. 

Jameson was a member of the 
MUCC staff for a total of 13 years. 
In his first assignment as special 
projects coordinator, he led efforts 
to win passage in 1976 of 
Michigan’s trail-blazing beverage 
container deposit law. 

A native of Oklahoma, he left in 
1980 to become executive director 
of the Oklahoma Wildlife 
Federation, a post he held from 
1980 until retuming to MUCC as 
assistant executive director 1988. 

As  Washington’s assistant, 
Jameson was in charge of the orga- 
nization’s work with the Michigan 
Legislature and Governor’s Office 
in obtaining passage of important 
passage or important legislation, 
including measures to protect Great 
Lakes shoreline dunes and to allow 
voters to guarantee funding for 
Michigan State Parks funding 
(Proposal P in 1994). 

As MUCC’s chief executive, he 
coordinated the successful cam- 
paign in 1996 to win passage by an 
overwhelming margin of Proposal 
G, which assures the Michigan 
game animals will be managed on 
the basis of sound biological sci- 
ence, and defeat of Proposal D, 
which would have dictated non-sci- 
entific criteria for managing the 
state’s black bear population. 


More recently, Jameson worked 
with MUCC legal counsel, the 
Michigan Recreation and Park 
Association, and other groups and 
individuals to win a December 8, 
1997, court ruling that blocked an 
attempt to divert $31 million in tax 
credit revenue from state-land oil 


_. and _gas leases. As a result, the 


Resources Trust Fund and the State 
Park Endowment Fund, as voters 
intended. 

Jameson was among those who 
alerted decision-makers and the 
public to the problem of underpay- 
ment of royalties to the state by oil 
and gas producers. The Department 
of Natural Resources then commis- 
sioned audits that will retum mil- 
lions of dollars to the Natural 


Resources and State Parks trust 


Jameson also served on a com- 
mittee that worked with the DNR 
and oil and gas producers on 
reforming the state’s way of doing 
business with the petroleum indus- 
try. In addition, he represented 
MUCC on other natural resource 
task forces and committees, includ- 
ing the Citizens Committee for 
State Parks, State Forest Recreation 
Advisory Committee, Act 307 
Environmental Response Advisory 
Committee, and the Game and Fish 
Fund Advisory Committee. 

He held bachelor’s and master’s 
degrees, both cum laude, from 
Michigan State University in natur- 
al resources policy. 

Jameson is survived by his wife, 
Robbie, and their daughter, 
Christina, an East Lansing High 
School student.

"The state has been lax in 
properly inspecting and regulating 
the nursing home industry. These

| provide security and peace of mind 
for Michigan's families." 

Rep. Derrick Hale (D-Detroit), a 
member of the House 
Appropriations Committee, initially 
amended the budget during early 
hearings to secure funding for 
additional inspectors. 

The conference committee that 
crafted the final agreement on the 
CIS budget agreed to funding for 
eight additional inspectors.

inspectors. Also, Attorney General Frank 


Keliey has reported that complaints 
against nursing homes for patient 
abuse and neglect are on the rise. 

In 1995, the Attoney General's 
Office received about . 700 
complaints. This year, it projects it 
will receive more than 2,000. 


"Over the last several years, the 
number of nursing home inspectors 
has declined,” Hale said. "We are 
concerned about a proportional 
effect on regulatory oversight. This 
budget helps us take the steps 
necessary to ensure that the system 
works as it should." 

In 1997, nursing home inspectors 
cited 35 percent of Michigan's 
nursing homes for not preventing 
bed sores, 18 percent for improperly 
using restraints on residents, 23 
percent for not providing adequate 
supervision to prevent accidents, 
and 26 percent for not helping 
residents with their basic personal 
care, 

"When you look at the violations 
the inspectors found last year, you 
realize how important it is to 
provide adequate staff to inspect 
these facilities," Hertel added. "If I 
were a consumer looking into 
nursing home care, I'd want 
assurances that the facilities were 
top-notch, not bottom rung. This 
budget begins to provide adequate 
resources to make those 
assurances.”

Secretary of State Candice S. 
Miller said organ donor registry: 
enroliment cards will be in all 
Secretary of State branches by mid 
to late July. 


The message of organ donation 
will be advanced even further this 
fall when the Secretary of State's 
Office begins mailing special organ 
donor registry enrollment cards 
with driver licenses and personal 
identification cards.

Michigan drunk driving at same pace 


Drunk driving arrests remained 
constant in 1997, according to the 
just-released 1997 Michigan 
Annual Drunk Driving Audit. 

The audit, distributed by the 


Michigan State Police, Office of 


Highway Safety Planning, contains 
statewide and county information 
regarding drunk driving arrests and 
crashes as well as the convictions 
taking place when the cases are 
brought to coust. 

In 1997 there were 60,665 alcohol- 
related arrests in Michigan 
compared to 61,119 in 1996. When 
compared to 1969 arrest figures, 
drunk driving arrests in Michigan 
have increased more than 284 
percent. In addition, there has been 
,a decrease of 40.5 percent in the 
number of alcohol-related fatal 
crashes since 1969. 1984 still 
remains the leading year in drunk 
driving arrests with 79,812. 

Drunk driving arrests in the Upper 
Peninsula increased by 28 arrests 
while arrests in the Lower Peninsula 
decreased by 482 arrests. Two of
